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CAMPTON—THORNTON FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


This is a report to the voters of Campton and Thornton. Your Fire 
Dept. is a good working body and has a group of firemen let by Chief 
William Drake, who should receive a vote of praise for the work they do 
for all of us. They answered about 55 calls this year (up from 35 last 
year) consisting of big and small fires, rescue calls and calls to wash 
down the highway after a car accident due to gas and oil spills. 


Your Fire Department is having growing pains same as other towns. 
The firemen and fire commissioners are trying to keep up with the 
growth of these two towns. Some times the commissioners have to make 
decisions which the firemen feel are wrong but the commissioners must 
live within their budget. Yet in the final agreement, we both must think 
of the fire fighting ability of this department. 


In the year 1974 we purchased a new fire truck. It is an International 
truck with a 1,000 gallon midship pump and 750 gallon water tank. In 
order to get the truck equipped to fight fire, we had to spend a total of 
$46,199.79, and we do not plan to retire any of our present equipment. 
This will be a big addition to our fire fighting equipment. 


The problems of radios is another concern of the fire department. The 
rumor is that all fire equipment radios will be going to F.M. and this 
means we must change all radios in our five trucks as well as our base 
radio. At this writing we have not been told for sure but plenty of stories 
are coming out of the Fire Fighting Headquarters. Therefore, your com- 
missioners must be prepared to at least get one or two trucks on the F.M. 
Frequency if anyone changes over. 


Your fire department needs additional fire fighting equipment which 
we hope to purchase in the near future. Each year we hope to improve the 
fire department with some major changes so in the near future we will 
have all the equipment the firemen need. 


The fire department needs a new home and the fire commissioners 
hope to give this top priority in the forth-coming year. We also need a 
fire call signal system which is also being considered. 


The fire department has a good working agreement with the fire 
departments of Waterville Valley, Plymouth and Woodstock and Lin- 
coln, N. H. The Chief has set up fire drills with these departments and 
will continue to do this in the years to come. 


Your fire commissioners and fire chief feel that these agreements will 
serve to give us the necessary fire fighting coverage at the present time. 
We feel that the money necessary to join Lakes Region Mutual Aid can 
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be best put to use in getting our own fire department in order to meet all 
high standards of a fine fire department. 


The fire departments problems are many in the growing area but if we 
take one step at a time, in the very near future your commissioners and 
firemen feel we will have a top department, and we ask the tax payers 
and voters of these two towns to work with us toward this goal.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


All open burning when the ground is not covered with snow is con- 
trolled by the Town Forest Fire Warden in cooperation with the New 
Hampshire Forest Fire Service. Anyone wishing to kindle a fire out-of- 
doors when the ground is not covered with snow must have a written per- 
mit signed by the Town Forest Fire Warden. If the fire is to be kindled on 
land not owned by the person kindling the fire then he must have the per- 
mission of the landowner. No outdoor fires can be kindled between 9 
A.M. and 5 P.M. unless it is raining, without the additional approval of 
the District Forest Fire Chief. 


The 1974 forest fire season was one of the worst in the past two 
decades. Woodlands in central and southern New Hampshire became so 
dry in mid August that the Governor and council, upon the recommenda- 
tion of the State Forester, enacted a partial woodlands closure in 
Sullivan, Cheshire, Hillsborough, Merrimack and Belknap Counties and 
a complete woodlands closure in Strafford and Rockingham Counties 
plus the Towns of Barnstead, Gilmanton and Alton in Belknap County. 
Through the excellent cooperation of the citizens of our State no major 
forest fire occurred at any time during the year.

In accordance with the State of New Hampshire Statutes, the follow- 
ing list of board members is recorded with the Town Clerk and the State 
Planning Director.

The quality of the developments in Thornton can be attributed to the 
zoning ordinance. Large investors will not consider building in areas 
where there is no guarantee that noisy, odorous or unsightly businesses 
will not be located next to them. Vacationing residents tend not to build 
or buy homes where there is no guarantee against commercial enterprise. 


The board feels that violations must be punished under the laws set up 
by the ordinance and more care taken that violations do not occur. 


All planning board meetings are open to town residents.

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REPORT OF THE THORNTON CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Thornton Conservation Commission was reactivated this year un- 
der the Chairmanship of Peter Wolfe, and members Jim Heyman, Carol 
Bradley, Tom Anderson, Ray Corkum and Marcia Smith, for the 
protection and proper utilization of the Towns natural resources. 


One of the first acts of the Commission was to establish an Annual 
Clean-Up Day for the Town. Last year the Youth Fellowship and the 
Thornton Central School participated in the cleaning up of the town 
roads and hauled three dump truck loads of cans, bottles, etc. to the 
dump. The Commission hopes that with your cooperation this year’s 
clean-up will be a little easier. 


The Commission worked in cooperation with the Highway Depart- 
ment in the construction of a park /picnic area at the west end of the new 
bridge (replacing the old Robbins Nest Bridge). This will make an ideal 
place to go with your families for picnics or to launch your boat on the 
Pemi. 


In addition, the Selectmen turned over responsibility to the Commis- 
sion of making recommendations to the Town on the problem of solid 
waste disposal. The first step carried out was to visit other towns where 
incineration, recycling, etc. were in operation. We further expanded our 
background by attending a solid waste disposal seminar at U.N.H. 


When the complexity of the problem became apparent, we turned to 
the other towns to pool our resources. The towns of Lincoln and 
Woodstock responded to our offer and were willing to assist our efforts. 
Then we took a survey of our town to determine the number of dwellings 
and their types. These figures were given to the North Country Council 
to make recommendations as to our exact needs. 


Sanitary land-fill was approached first. We advertised for land to be 
used. These responses plus additional land were surveyed as to accep- 
tibility by a representative of the Department of Agriculture’s Soil 
Conservation Service. NO usable land was found in the Town for the 
purpose of sanitary landfill where the owner was willing to sell or lease. 


Next we discussed with Plymouth the possibility of using their in- 
cinerator. At this time they cannot give us figures on cost to the Town. 
We were informed, however, that individual dumping would not be 
allowed, so that collection centers would have to be maintained in our 
Town. In addition, Plymouth will only accept garbage which has been 
separated i.e. glass, cans, and papers, out from the garbage. 
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We are looking into recycling in combination with incineration for the 
Towns of Lincoln, Woodstock and Thornton. 
This year the objectives of the Conservation Commission are: 
1. Hold another Clean-Up Day. 
2. Maintain the park at the new bridge. 


3. Seek a Special Use Permit for the Campton Eddy from the 
Forest Service. 


4. Obtain up-to-date soil maps of the Town of Thornton. 


5. Obtain a feasible solution to our solid waste disposal 
problem—even though we have a years’ extension for our present dump.

As you know, the North Country Council is the comprehensive plan- 
ning agency serving Planning Region One as delineated by the New 
Hampshire Office of Comprehensive Planning. A major program effort 
of the Council’s work has been spent in assisting Town Planning Boards 
in their work. A Town can join the Council by placing two articles on the 
Town Warrant to be voted on at the Town Meeting. One is to see if the 
Town will join NCC, and the other to see if the Town will appropriate a 
local share. Each Town has two representatives on the Board of Direc- 
tors. Enclosed are two Model Warrant Articles for your use. 


The Board of Directors of the North Country Council determines the 
work program, staff activities, and budget of the Council. For the year 
July 1, 1975, to June 30, 1976, the NCC Executive Committee set a total 
local request of $48,400.00. The individual request for a Town is based 
on a composite percentage representing one-half of the resident popula- 
tion and one-half of the equalized assessed evaluation. The appropriation 
request could be included as part of the Selectmen’s budget, Planning 
Board budget, or a special Warrant Article. These local funds are used in 
conjunction with federal and state funds to carry out the operations and 
work program of the Council. This year, July 1, 1974, to June 30, 1975, 
the Council received $23,000 in federal funds, and $12,500 in state funds. 
The local share request for the Town of Thornton for the year July 1, 
1975—June 30, 1976, is $629.00. 


Please let me know if you have questions on the appropriation request. 
A representative from NCC is willing to meet with the Selectmen to dis- 
cuss the appropriation. I will send you a Town Report on the Council’s 
activities which could be included in your Town Report. In its first year, 
the Council has been quite responsive to the needs of its Member Towns.

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PEMI—BAKER HOME HEALTH AGENCY, Inc. 


1974 Report to Member Towns 


The Pemi—Baker Home Health Agency, Inc. is a non—profit 
organization, (Inc. 7/17/67), supported in part by an annual appropria- 
tion in the budget of each member town. The Board of Directors is made 
up of an appointed member from each town; ministerial representative; 
nurses and a physician. Its purpose is to provide part-time nursing ser- 
vice in the home, under the supervision of a licensed physician. A 
Medical Advisory Committee determines and approves medical policies 
for nursing care and interprets the Agency’s services to the public. 


There is a standard fee covering each visit. Patients are expected to 
pay this fee if they are able to. However, under certain conditions fees 
can be adjusted to reflect the financial ability of the patient, by the Agen- 
cy Nurse. 


The scope of care by the Agency ranges from new-borns to the elderly. 
The Agency is equipped to handle Medicare; Blue-Cross/Blue-Shield 
‘6S’; Medicaid and private patients. 


The Nurses work on a salary basis and all fees are turned over to the 
Agency. They are on duty Monday—Friday from eight to four. There 
are two full-time RNs; one part-time RN; and two Homemaker/Home 
Health Aides. 


The office is staffed by a part-time secretary/bookkeeper. She is 
available Monday—Friday to answer any calls. The telephone number is 
536-2232. For your convenience, when there is no one in the office, the 
Agency has installed a Codaphone to receive any messages. 


Anyone living in one of the eleven member towns may ask for a visit 
from the Nurse. However, treatment and continuing care can be provid- 
ed for a patient only under doctor’s orders. 


Under the supervision of the Agency Nurse, a Homemaker/Home 
Health Aide service is now available through this Agency. This service is 
a community—wide program designed to place a trained, responsible 
worker in the home where illness, disability or other problems may 
threaten normal family living. Please feel free to ask about this ad- 
ditional service.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 
1974—1975 


Opening enrollment exceeded original estimates and even with out- 
ward and inward movement, stands at 116 as of January 1975. Future 
forecasts indicate a continued growth pattern for this area, albeit at a 
decreasing rate. Enrollments by classes are as follows:

Staffing this year has seen some minor changes. Mr. Davis is instruc- 
ting in grades 3 and 4 and as well, handles the girls athletic program. 
Miss Ray is instructing a full day in music and as well offers instrumen- 
tal instruction with the upper 4 grades on a limited basis. 


Enrichment programs of the past, Swimming, Skiing, Skating, Shop, 
Home Economics and Cooking are continuing this year with increased 
participation. All Staff efforts have been directed towards improving in- 
dividualizing instruction to the most practical extent. The cooperation of 
the community in a number of regular curriculum areas, as well as the 
enrichment programs, is deeply appreciated. It is hopeful that the new 
facilities will provide even more extensive opportunities for you to join in 
on the learning programs for your children. 


Future directions Thornton Central School will take as a community 
service center will of course be subject to your approval and suggestion, 
based hopefully on your participation in school and community 
Organizations and as parents. Over the past six years of association with 
the Thornton community there appears to have been a feeling of growth 
and improvement with the progressive program at your school. No 
plateau of completely satisfactory performance will ever be achieved, but 
by mutually cooperative efforts the Staff hopes to render to you the type 
of educational experiences the community feels are desirable. 


This year has been one of exciting changes, frustrating demands, 
National unrest and upheaval and host to a number of ups and downs 
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that have effected each of us. In spite of these external factions, your 
Staff wishes to express their appreciation for the interest, cooperation, 
help and trust of everyone in the community and hopes to be able to con- 
tinue to work on your behalf in sharing the development of a school 
system oriented to your wishes.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


The following is a report of the health services of the Thornton 
Elementary School for the school year 1973-74. 


Pre-school registration was held in May with 16 pre-schoolers register- 
ing. This is a scheduled day for parents and pre-schoolers to visit and 
gain information regarding health requirements, school policies and Ist 
grade expectations. 


TB testing, as required, was done on all of the teaching staff, cooks, 
custodian and school bus drivers. This is done every two years with the 
cooperation of the N. H. State TB Nurse, Miss Constance Martin. 


A basic First Aid Course was presented to Grades 5 and 6. This was a 
self-teaching program of 10 weeks duration. 


A dental health program was presented to the students through the 
generosity of Miss Jane Holbrook, dental hygienist. 


Heights, weights, routine vision and hearing screening, health con- 
ferences, first aid treatment and assisting parents with medical doctor 
follow-up appointments is all a part of the routine health work. 


Over 90% of all pre-school children are screened at the Pre-School 
Hearing and Vision Clinic held each year at the Plymouth Elementary 
School through the combined efforts of the Plymouth Lion’s Club, the 
N. H. Dept. of Public Health and the School nurse. 


Home visits are made as necessary or requested for any health 
problem. 


Pre-School Registration will be held in May again this year. To in- 
form you of the required immunizations they are as follows: Measles, 
German Measles, TB Test, DPT and Polio Boosters. The physical exam 
by your family physician is recommended. 


The Pre-School Hearing and Vision Clinic will be held in April at the 
Plymouth Elementary School for all four and five year old youngsters 
from your community. 


I wish to thank the teaching staff, the many physicians, parents and 
students for their fine cooperation this past year.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The people of Thornton can be proud of the fine new addition to the 
Thornton Central School. Many hours of planning by the School Board, 
Building Committee, and faculty went into this structure. Like any new 
school, mistakes will be made and some problems will result. However, 
we are fortunate that the work has progressed on schedule with only 
minor problems. 


The 1975-1976 proposed budget increase is primarily due to the prin- 
cipal and interest payments on the Bond. The interest is projected at 6%; 
however, since the Bonds will not be sold until a later date, probably ear- 
ly summer, the interest is uncertain. The proposed budget contains one 
additional teacher which in fact was planned for the balance of this 
school year. 


Although Thornton is still lacking in several student services, future 
budgets will hopefully reflect these needs. Due to a relatively small stu- 
dent population, it will be financially advantageous to cooperate with 
other districts within the Supervisory Union and share as we presently do 
with speech, music, and the school nurse. 


The cost of school supplies has increased at the same rate as most 
other goods in your homes. However, through the purchasing power of 
the seven districts within Supervisory Union #48, we hope to minimize 
these increases. 


The School Department and School Board have spent many hours 
preparing this budget. The result is a compromise between what is need- 
ed and what the community feels it can afford. The present state of the 
economy dictates what limits must be imposed on this or any budget. We 
thank you for your support of the school and hope you will see fit to act 
favorably on the proposed budget.

EXPLANATION OF SUPERINTENDENT’S AND 
ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY FOR 1973-1974 


Chapter 189, Section 48 Revised Statutes Annotated of the State of 
New Hampshire, requires that the school district annual report show the 
total amount paid to the Superintendent of Schools as per the following 
quotation: ““Reports. Each superintendent of a supervisory union shall 
annually prepare a report of the total salary paid to the superintendent, 
showing in detail the amount paid by the state and each local school dis- 
trict, and their share of same. Said report shall be filed with the school 
board of each school district involved and shall be included in the annual 
report of the respective school district as a separate entry. A like report 
and entry shall be made for each assistant superintendent, teacher con- 
sultant, and business administrators, if any is in service in the union.” 


One-half of the supervisory union expenses is prorated among the 
several school districts of the union on the basis of adjusted valuations. 
One-half is prorated on the basis of average daily membership in the 
school for the previous school year ending June 30th. The salary of $16,- 
500 which was received by the Superintendent of Schools of Supervisory 
Union #48 during 1973-1974 was made up as follows: $2,500 paid by 
the State of New Hampshire and $14,000 was prorated among the school 
districts comprising the Supervisory Union. Allowance for $800 travel 
within the Union was also prorated as stated above. 


The salary of the Assistant Superintendent during 1973-1974 was 
made up as follows: $2,400 paid by the State of New Hampshire and 
$11,600 was prorated as stated above. Allowance for $1,200 travel within 
the Union was also prorated as stated above.
